At Garfield boulevard and Halsted 
street, in the Deneen home ward, and 
at Seventy-ninth and Halsted streets 
in the Thirty-second ward Hoyne en- 
thusiasm was an eye opener to the 
neighborhoods. Crowds of children on 
the street hurrahed for him as he 
reached these two points. The halls 
were packed to suffocation.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27. 

GERMANY is preparing to resist dic- 
tated terms of peace and is maneuver- 
ing to obtain a negotiated peace at the 
expense of Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
and other new European states, in the 
opinion of John F. Smulski of Chicago, 
Polish commissioner in the United 
States, who gave his views today of 
the spread of bolshevism in eastern 
Wurope. 

Charles Pergler, Czecho-Slovak com- 
missioner, took a similar view of Ger- 
man intrigue, which he held respon- 
sible for the canard that President 
Masaryk of Czecho-Slovakia has re- 
signed. 

The mid-European union cabled Pres- 
ident Wilson to ask the allies to arm 
and equip the armies of the newly 
created small nations and of Rou- 
mania to combat the advance of bolshe- 
vism. 


‘ 


THE war department, preparing to 
bring American soldier dead home from 
France after peace is declared, is cir- 
cularizing relatives of the dead to as- 
certain their wishes regarding ultimate 
disposition of their bodies. It is anticl- 
pated that many of the 70,000 Ameri- 
cans who made the great sacrifice 
may be left to rest under the sod of the 
battlefield of the great war, but wishes 
of relatives who want their dead 
brought home are to be gratified as 
soon as possible. Gen. Pershing cabled 
the war department today that approx- 
imately 5,500 missing Americans are 
still unaccounted for. 

Members of the senate foreign rela 
tions committee are wondering what 
has become of the constitution of the 
league of nations drafted by the Amer- 


ican peace delegation. “They want to 


compare it with the British draft, the 
one adopted. President Wilson told 
them on Feb. 26 that he had no objec- 
tion to their seeing the American draft.

JEWISH POGROMS 
IN THE UKRAINE 


LONDON, March 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The Zionist organiza- 
tion reports having received from an 
eyewitness news of a series of pogroms 
in the Ukraine, organized by Haida- 
maks, with a “death regiment” at 
their head.

Russian Reds Suffer

COPENHAGEN, March 27.—It 
is officially announced that the Let-

An official communication -issued 
by the Lettish Press bureau also 
says: 

“The bolsheviki on Saturday tried 
to reoccupy the railroad from Mitau 
to Tukkum, but were put to flight 
after two hours’ fighting.

BERLIN, March 26.—[Delayed.]— 
Independent information is coming 
from Vienna and Budapest, and from 
it can be gathered the story of the 
Hungarian revolution. In Budapest 
itself public order was never for a mo- 
ment disturbed, nor did the public 
services cease to work. The new gOV- 
ernment assumed office without meet- 
ing the slightest opposition from any 
quarter. 

Newspapers are appearing again and 
there is no censorship, though the 
press has been enjoined that it must 
publish the official statements promi- 
nently. The press greets the change 
with enthusiasm. 

_ Soviets in Control. 

From the provinces news comes that 
the workers’ councils have assumed 
power everywhere without opposition. 
Budapest banks are under strict con- 
trol, and the only money allowed to be 
paid out is that for wages. Beyond 
that people may draw from their ac- 
counts only small sums sufficient for 
living expenses. 

The Hungarian press voices no op- 
position to this fresh revolution. The 
Pester Lloyd says: “The angry 
sound of the Hungarian alarm bells 
betokens an earthquaake which will 
shake Europe from the Urals to the 
Thames.” 

And in Vienna, too, the newspapers 
are decidedly sympathetic. The Neue 
Freie Presse emphasis that the non- 
Socialist forces also are behind the 
government. The Socialist Arbeiter 
Zeitung admires “the courage of our 
Hungarian brothers, for the cause for 
which they risk everything today is 
also ours. The proletariat dictator- 
ship in Hungary shows that our cause 
is marching forward.”

NOT ONE LIFE LOST. 

‘LONDON, March 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—A Hungarian wireless 
communication dealing with the situa- 
tion in Hungary was received here 
today. It is addressed “To All.” 

The message says that complete 
peace and order reign in Budapest and 
throughout the country, and that the 
revolution was carried,on entirely 
without bloodshed. Neither in Buda- 
pest nor the provinces was a single 
person wounded, let alone being killed. 

The food supply of the capital and 
the country is declared to be adequate. 
Provision shops and markets are open 
and the population can obtain adequate 
supplies of food. Security for life and 
property has been guaranteed by gow- 
ernment decree and the proclamation‘ 
of martial law. 

Rights for Children. 

It is added that enactments have 
been made giving illegitimate children 
equal rights with those of legitimate 
birth and making marriage a simple 
civil ceremony. Also decrees have been 
issued regulating the. circulation of 
money at banks, allowing holders of 
current accounts up to $400 to retain 
control of their money. Directors of 
banks are to retain their posts and 
fees, but only to a miximum of $600 
monthly. The banking business is 
proceeding in an orderly manner. 

The communication adds that gov- 
ernment decrees give complete guar- 


antees of security to life and property

Take Over Industries. 

COPENHAGEN, March 27.—[By As- 
sociated Press.—A Budapest dispatch 
received here outlines a decree issued 
by the new revolu*ionary government 
which places all industrial enterprises 
employing more than twenty workers 
under the control of the workers them- 
selves. The decree also provides that 
these establishments are to be under 
the management of commissaries ap- 
pointed by the ministry of soeial pro- 
duction.

Hughes Gives 
Ultimatum on 
Race Barrier 


PARIS, March 27.—[By Associated 
Press.]—William G. Hughes, the pre- 
mier of Australia, made the flat state- 
ment to the Associated Press today 
that he was unalterably in opposition 
to the proposed Japanese racial equal- 
ity amendment to the covenant of the 
league of nations or to any form of it, 
however mild in recognizing that prin- 
ciple. 

“ Australia,” Mr. Hughes said, “ can- 
not accept this proposal, which strikes 
at the very roots of the policy that we 
have maintained so long, which is vital 
to our existence and which we have 
guarded as zealously as has America 
her Monroe doctrine.” . 

Cannot Give Way. 

“T am most anxious to avoid any- 
thing likely to hurt the susceptibilities 
of the people of other nations, but on 
this point, since we cannot give way, 
it is best that I should speak plainly. 
We cannot agree to the insertion of 
any words in the covenant or in the 
treaty of peace that would impair, or 
even question, our sovereign rights in 
regard to any and every aspect of this 
question. 

“One of the cardinal principles of 
the league is that there shall be no in- 
terference in the internal affairs of 
any nation. No nation will surrender 
‘its sovereignty in matters essential to 
its welfare to enter the league. 

Sees New Principle. 

“I cannot but regard the proposed 
amendment as an. effort to establish a 
principle under which ultimately some 
nations would find their internal policy 
changed by the league at the instiga- 
tion of one of its members. The amend. 
ment is one which, no matter how 
innocuous it may seem in form, Is cer- 
tainly aimed at giving the league con- 
tro] of questions relating to immigra- 
tion, naturalization, and matters which 
cannot be surrendered by any state 
without such impairment of its sover- 
eignty as to make it, in effect, a sub- 
ject state. 

“If the league is able to compel a 
state to amend its immigration, nat- 
uralization, and franchise laws, there 
remains to the state only. the shadow 
of sovereignty. The substance has 
gone. 

Can’t Agree to Dictation. 

“No free nation.could agree to dic- 
tation in such matters from the league 
of nations. Intimate problems belong 
to and must remain under the control 
of individual nations. 

“Of course we are told by those who 
advocate this amendment that nothing 
more is desired than the mere recogni. 
tion of the principle. They say that 
no action is contemplated. I am afraid 
that this assurance will not reconcile 
the people cf Australia to the proposal. 
't certainly docs not satisfy me. 

“Either the proposal means some- 
thing or nothing. If nothing then why 
insert it? If something, then surely 
this something will not be achieved by 
mere words, stopping for all time short 
of action. If these words which it is 
des‘red to inser* ia the covenant mean 
nothing, then the covenant itself means 
nothing. 

“Without committing myself to the 
draft of the league of nations, which, 
of course, has not yet been discussed 
by the conference and which I hope 
and believe will be amended in cer- 
tain directions, I have no hesitation 
in declaring myself in favor of the at- 
tempt to substitute the rule of law 
and right for that of force.” 


GERMANS IN YANK 
ZONE DEVELOPING 
A DEFIANT SPIRIT

COLBENZ, March 27.—The attitude 
of stolid submission which prevailed 
among the Germans in this territory In 
the earlier period of the American oc- 
cupation is disappearing, and there are 
signs of a developing spirit of self- 
assertion by a part of the population. 

Far from causing dismay among the 
Third army, this change comes as a 
sort of relief to the deadly monotony 
of the “ watch on the Rhine.” 

No one can write down in a few 
words the cause of the change. One 
might infer that the German is allow. 
ing his mind to reach the conclusion 
that things are not as he would like 
to have them, and that he cannot 
longer keep on his mask of outward 
calm. The accumulated steam is be- 
ginning to blow off. 

It is simply a case of the Americans 
getting on their nerves. The natural 
consequence of manifestations of this 
psychological condition on the part of 
the Germans is that sooner or later 
they are going to get on the Ameri- 


cans’ nerves.

the draft of the covenant of the league 
of nations today is in the hands of 
the special drafting committee. 

The draft was completed Wednesday 
night at a sitting of the full commis- 
sion and the covenant is expected to 
be ready in completed form early next 
week. The two amendments, around 
which has centered the greatest in- 
terest and much divergence of opinion. 
however, may be offered either in the 
council of ten or to the plenary peace 
conference, to which the covenant 
must go for final action. 

Recognition of Suffrage. 

Among other amendments adopted 
Wednesday night was one. directly 
recognizing the principle of woman's 


suffrage in that it provides that the - 


offices of the league are open to women 
as well as to men. 

The much discussed question as to 
the policy of the withdrawal from 
membetship in the league of a nation 
was settied by an amendment per- 
mitting withdrawal on two years’ no- 
tice, but not until such nation has 
filled its international obligations. 

Article X. of the covenant, to which 
the Monroe doctrine amendment would 
apply, stands in its original form. 
President Wilson having reserved for 
the present the amendment which had 
been prepared as expressing the views 
of the American delegation. It is now 
explained that it was not the exact 
text but only the general form of the 
amendment which was given to the 
press and that hence criticism must 
be withheld for the present. 

Sound Out Delegations. 

Careful soundings are being taken 
to ascertain the reception that is like- 
ly to be given this amendment by other 
delegations. If unfriendly sentiment: 
develops or the pressing of other and 
obnoxious amendments is threatened 
as a consequence of insistence upon 
the Monroe doctrine, it is said the 
amendment may be altogether with 
held. 

It has been learned that thus far 
the result of these inquiries has no:

The use of sun rays as a cure for 
tuberculosis is well established. The 
name for it is heliotherapy. The limita- 
tion of the method is the inability of 
sun's rays to penetrate. The treatment 
of tuberculosis of the throat, the larynx, 
and vocal cords has been very unsatis. 
factory. The use of heliotherapy in 
laryngeal tuberculosis has been some- 
what general for fifteen years, but the 
light seerred to heat the throat too 
much. The use of metal mirrors over- 
comes this objection. 
The light is applied for only thirty 
seconds a day at first. Later exposures 
of ten to twenty minutes twice a day 
are made. The pain in the throat is 
lessened, the irritation decreases, and 
the ulcers heal. It is not possible to use 
the treatment to advantage except under 
a physician's direction.

A STORY ABOUT FRED HALL. 

Chicago, March 26.—({Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I noticed this morning the 
death of Frederick H. Hall, one of your 
former editoria? writers. The following 
may interest you and some of your 
readers: 

About the middle of June, 1903, we were 
trying to obtain an ordinance from the 
city council which we believed would 
prohibit saloons, beer gardens, and road 
houses in that local option strip of terri- 
tory between Cottage Grove and Prairie 
avenues and Fiftieth and Fifty-first 
streets, adjacent to the north end of 
Washington park. I asked Mr. Hall to 
write an editorial favoring such an ordi- 
nance. Mr. Hali said to me, “If you 
thought as little of editorials as I do 
you would not ask for one.’ I said to 
him, “‘ Next to a preacher there is no one 
who gets under the jacket of a man like 
the editorial writer. It is like the Bible, 
‘line upon line, precept upon precept, 
here a little and there a little.’"" He sent 
me to Mr. Patterson, tue manager of THE 
TRIBUNE. I talked with Mr. Patterson 
about five minutes, told him what we 
wanted (he was well acquainted with the 
situation), and he called in Mr. Hal! and 
said, ‘* You can write an editoriai on this 
question and I don't care how strong you 
make it."” Mr. Hall wrote a fine editorial, 
which was published a few davs before 
the council. passed the ordinance. We 
belfeve that editorial was of great serv- 
ice in helping to obtain that ordinance. 

I was always impressed with Mr. Hall's 
quiet, unassuming way. I loved the man, 
and eternity alone wil! teil the story of 
the good that Frederick H. Hall did in 
his newspaper work.

Court Order Seen as Ald 


‘in Ex-Senator’s Prom- 
ise to ‘Come Back.’ j 


William Lorimer, former congress- 


man and United States senator, is 


again “worth a million,” if bonds re- 


stored to him by court order yesterday 


prove to be of real value and unless le- 
gal obstacles block the way. This situ- 


ation results from a decision handed 
down by Federal Judge George W. 
English in the United States District 


court at Danville yesterday in the 


case involving the claim of the firm 


of Lorimer & Gallagher, contractors, 


against the Southern Traction com- 
pany, now in recelvers’ hands. 

By the same decree—which friends 
of Lorimer regard as a big stride in 
his promise to “come back financially” 
—the La Salle Street bank receiver 
loses mcre than $1,200,000 he had car- 
ried as “ book assets.” 


Lorimer & Gallagher are not only put 
in the position of holding a claim 
of nearly $900,000 against the South- 
ern Traction company but are held to 
be creditors of the La Salle Street 
bank, which must surrender to them 
the $1,041,000 of traction bonds it 
holds, as well as $159,000 of notes. 


Case Brought Five Years Ago. 


The judgment was entered in the 
case originally brought about five 
years ago by Jared Y. Sanders against 
the traction company on a note for 
$100,000 which had been turned over 
to him by C. B. Munday, vice presi- 
dent of the La Salle Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, who was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment for wrecking the 
Lorimer-Munday chain of banks and is 
now at liberty pending hearing of his 
appeal. 

Afterwards the Lorimer & Gal 
lagher company, contractors and ®on- 
structors of the traction property, filed 
an intervening petition, the Union 
Trust and Savings bank, trustee of 
the trust deed given to secure the bond 
issue, filing a cross bill to establish 
title and seeking to sell the property 
at foreclosure. 

In the Judge’s Decision. 

In the decision handed down yes- 
terday Judge English held:
